Urſuant to the frequent Promiſes I lately made you, Inow 


at laſt ſend a Narrative of the Proceedings againſt the 
Ship Worceſter, and her Crew, GG. 


In the Month of July laſt, the ſaid Ship Morceſter, after a 

long ſucceſsful Voyage to, and from, the Eaſt- Indies, met 
with bad Weather on this Coaſt, and put into Leith-road, near 

i. "M Edinburgh, where the Captain and Crew believed themſelves 
4 -_ fafe, being at home as it were, under Her Majeſty's Protection 
| and Government, and (as they thought) among Chriſtians, 
5. and defign'd to refreſh themſelves with freſh Proviſions, and 
— other neceſſaries, before they proceeded to Exgland. Captain 
Green the Commander, at ſeveral times, invited ſeveral Per- 

ſons of Note on Board, where he entert:in'd 'em with all 
imaginable Civilities and Reſpect, and perhaps might too freely 
talk of the ſucceſs of his Voyage, and value of his Cargo, 
not dreaming he was encompas'd by ſuch a Number of hungry 
voracious Wolves. But oh the mighty Force of Indigence |! 
The fight of this Rich Ship and Cargo in their Harbour, va- 
lued at 3000006. J. Scotch (a Sight! their Eyes, nor the 
Eyes of their Forefathers had neverſeen) in all probability fo 
animated their Avarice, that they reſolvd they would never 
loſe this bleſſed opportunity, but divide the ſweet Morcel a- 
* A mong 
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mong em. Their Mouths water d ſo, they could hardly for- 
bear while they fram d a righteous pretence (according to the 
old laudable way) which being ſoon furniſh'd with, their next 
contrivance was to get her ſafe into their Poſſeſſion, which 
they concluded muſt be by ſurprize, when they next ſhould 
be invited on Board; and in the mean time reſoly'd to keep a 
fair Correſpondence with em. So lily and uprightly were 
matters carried, that no manner of Umbrage was given, nor 
the leaſt ſuſpicious word dropd, well knowing if it: ſhould 
take Air, ſhe might chance to give em the Drop; and if ſhe 
was ſo minded, that all the Royal Navy of Scotland was not 
able to ſtop her. | r 

The Hy pocritical Plot ſucceeded to their Wiſhes, for being 
ſoon after entertain d very handſomly on Board, they in a moſt 
grateful manner Read to the Captain and Officers, their Orders 
for ſeizing the Ship and Cargo for the uſe of the Scotch Indian 
and African Company, by way of Reprizal, for a Ship of 
theirs unjuſtly ſeiz'd (as they pretended) by the Exgliſb Eaft 
India Company; and for breaking Bulk on their Coaſt, with 
ſeveral other pretences; and having brought with em ſuffici- 
ent force to ſecure. Her, after they had gotten Poſſeſſion, 
they. oblig'd the Captain and Crew to leave her, and go 
aſhore, and ſeal'd up the Hatches; and this they did in the 
Face of the Government, notwithſtanding the ill Blood'twas 
like to breed between the two Nations; and pretended to 
Juſtify themſelves by Reaſon, and keep her by Law. 

I'm altogether a Stranger to the Civil Law, therefore can't 
enter into the Merits of this Cauſe, but preſuming the Law 
of Scotland is founded on Reaſon, I can't think this Action 
juftifiable by it ; for it appears to me highly unreaſonable, 
that the Goods of one Man ſhould be raviſh'd from him for 
the Offence. of another; that the Stock of .ſome private 
Traders in London ſhould bs ſeiz'd here, tu make ſatisfaction for 
an Injury (admitting twas ſo) done em by the Engliſh Eaſt. 
[ndia Company, But ſuppoſing this Seizure, by the Law of 
Nations Juft, it ought to bear but an equal Proportion with 
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the: Injury, and not over Ballance it by Five Sixths of the 
awe at 612i e F262. 
Upon Seizing this Ship, Capt. Green immediately acquainted. 
the Owners with it, who apply d themſelves to the Queen, to the 

liſh Eaſt-India Company, to the Council and Parliament of 
Scotland, and left no ſtone unturn'd to get her diſcharg'd; 
but — means hitherto ineffectual, and that the Seizers 
were very buſie in their high Court of Admiralty, to get her 
condemn'd as Prize, Cc. They were forc'd to begin a very 
troubleſome and expenſive ſuit with'em here, in order to re- 
cover her. And ſo far was this Seizure from being Lawful or 
Juſt, that the African Company were not able to Condemn 
her, or Defend. themſelves, even here in their own Courts; 
and about the Middle of December laſt, ſhe was in a very fair 
way of being clear'd, to the great Mortification of the Pro- 
fecuters. But they foreſeeing this ſometime before, and not 
being able to let Oe Hundred Fifty Thouſand Pounds Sterling 
ſlip out of their Fingers, when they had ſuch faſt hold, nor to 
keep it with open Force, prudently made Proviſion in caſe of 
the worſt, and happen d upon a Method that would eflectu- 
ally do the buſineſs with a witneſs, which was only fixing 


upon her the ſmall Crimes of Pyracy and Murther. 

And here Ithink it not improper to relate a Paſſage by the 
by, that might incline em to fix on Pyracy and iether as 
their Cimes. George Haines, Servant to Captain Green, be- 
ing altogether on Shore after ſeizing the Ship, and having 
little to do, was minded to ſpend histime in Courtinga young, 
Gentle woman in this Town, Daughter to a Bayliff (an Off- 
cer much of the ſame Nature as a Juſtice of the Peace,) he. 
ſoon found means to introduce himſelf, and having gain'd her. 
Affections, apply'd himſelf. to her Father for his Conſent, and 
told him ſeyerg}. fine Stories ot his Family, Circumſtances, 
Intereſt, &c. The Gentleman told him, he would conſider 
his Propoſal, and in a little while let him know his Mind; 
and in the mean time enquir'd of Captain Green, Whether 
what Haines had related were true or no? Captain Green told

n Polity; he ad Hot bene ve any of his Munten sche 


Sentſemen, or in ſuch Circumſtances as he repreſented q an, 


chat he Was 4 Ser vünt to him on Board during the whole 
Voyage. The Bayliff reſented much the atrempt of Haines, 
and the next time he came to his Houſe, defir'd him to make 
no further Pretention there; and after he had acquainted him 
with the Account Captain Green had given of him, told him, 
he did not intend to diſpoſe of his Daughter to ſuch'a perſon. 
Haines incens d at this, 8 11 out into a violent Paſſion, which 
began with a Gd Dum him for a Murthering Dog, "has he 
ſerv'd me ſo? And dropt ſeveral other ſuſpicious Speeches, which 
the Bayfiff, as a Magiſtrate, took Notice of, and afterwards 
the Two Hacks roundly ſwore too. Thus this impious 
Wretch was minded to revenge his Diſuppointment, and Mur- 
ther ſo many Men for loſing his Miſtreſs, and being balk d in 
his Amours Andtho' afterwards hedeny'dall with the moſt 
bitter Imprecations, yet having got the hint, they were lv 
ty improve it, and at laſt made «bleſſed uſe ont. 
And now, Sir, with Indignation, and a juft Reſentment, : 
Pd have you prepare to behold a Scene of the moſt complica- 
ted Villany,the moſt Commenſurate piece of Baſeneſs known 
in the Memory of Man, which fils me with horrour but to 
relate. We tan only at preſent have a ſuperficial-fight of the 
Lineaments and viſible Deformities of this horrible Monſter 
(hatch d and nourtifh'd in darkneſs” but in time I don't queſtion 
but Providence will Jay it open to the ſight of all the World, 
and we ſhalſ vie wits inward Contexture, the juſt Demenſions 
of every Member and valt Magnicude of the whole: We ſhall 
- then ſee all the hidden Movements, all the fecret Springs and 
| Contrivances of this helliſh Machination. 
The aforeſaid Pious Refolution being taken, the next thing 
was to lay the Scheam regularly, to make the Charge black 
enbugh; and to take Gare of good Hard mouth'd Evidences. 
e of not thought Adviſable in the Indictment to fix this 
Pyricy and Murther upon any particular Ship or Veſlel, be- 
cauſe there muſt then be a great many concurring Cy 
. aflces 
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| ſtances to proye it besides tw ag robablegs — *

Contrivd, tho applicable to any Sell or Scorch Ship, 
yet they ſeed principally to point at Captain Drummonds 
Veſſel, and gave many ſuſpicion to believe twas She was ta- 
ken by the Worceſter; and that he and his Men who were all 
Seoteh, were thus Barbarouſly. Murder'd; deligning thereby to 
| i incenſe the Mobb (who no douht ont imnagin'd, fo. many of 
. their Friends and Relations were Butcher'd,) and fire the 
| Breaſts of all concern'd, nay; the whole Kingdom, with ſuch 
juſt Reſentments as would aimpſt make ita National Quarrel, 
which would the [more effechually carry on the proſecution, | 
and ſecure to em the poſſeſſon of her; and the ſuccels they 
had, evinc'd their deſigns were well laid. 
This Captain Orammond s Ship was a Sloop, call'd.the Speech | 
Riturn, belonging to the Scotch African and India Company; 
| who (with the Content Brigantine ), their whole EAI India- 
"| Fleet, ſaild from Leith Road in Moy 1901, Deſigning a Tra. 
1 ding Voyag e to Maddagaſcar and kde 3 Mallaber + Coat, and 
"had not dne been on® heard of ; though ſince the Artival. 
of ſome Engliſh. Eaſt India Ships, we are now very well ſatis- 
fed what bse of her. 

They were not ſo lucky in the choice of Evidences, as they 
were of their Crime and Veſſel :  For-aſter ſeveral Cautious - 
Attempts and Fetches upon thoſe of the Crew they judgd 
moſt fit to be made ſuch Bloody Tools, finding they could make 
little of em, they contented themſelves with ſome Fooliſun, 
Impertinent, and perhaps Drunken Expreſſions extorted frm 
em, which they ſtretch' and bundied- to ſerve their Turn, 
and improv'd at the Tryal to Corroborate the Depoſitions of 
their Evidences, which indeed wanted ſtrong ſupport ; how: 
ever Evidences they muſt have, therefore-rather than fail, 

_ they contented themſelyes wit h a brace of thoſe Left handed 

Animals call'd Negroes, whom Nature: has diſtin guiſfid by. 

their diſmal hue from Mankind, as a Mark of their ON

Nothing of 
the bright Image of the great Creator appears in em; no- 


thing of the Variety, Juſtice,” Generoſity or Humanity of 


Man, their Mind is always fill'd with Baſeneſs; and tis noto- | 


riouſly known they are ſtrongly inclin'd to Miſchief, and ea-' 


ſily practisd upon to engage in the moſt Bloody and Inhumane 


Villanies, inſtances of which, Hiſtory abounds with; of theſe 


ſort of Creatutes twas that the Evidences were choſen, how _ 


fit let the whole World judge ! Wretches that know nothing 


of the Ties of Blood who Murder their deareſt Friends, and 
{ell their Fathers, Brothers and Siſters for Trifles ! Wretches, 


that when Infants, imbibe ſuch Ridiculous conceits of God and 
a future State, as can never after be Eradicated; that after 
20 years Inſtruction in the Chriſtian Religion, ha ve ſuch crude 


confus'd and ſtupid Notions of it; whither theſe could be 
ſuppos d to have a lively ſenſe of their Danger in taking ſuch 
Bloody Oaths, or whither proper perſogs to be entruſted with 


the Lives or Deaths of ſo many Men, and with ſuch a Cargo, let 


any unprejadic'd Man Judge? Oh, but ſay ſome, theſe Blacks 
were Chriſtians, and had a knowledge in the great Myſteries 
of our Holy Religion beyond Expedctation. But if many 


conſiderable Perſons may be believ'd, they were made Chri- 
ſtians only tobe made Evidences of, which is a moſt herrid 
and diſmal part of the Tragedy, an Action never known be- 
fore, to make Diſciples of the Meek and Peaceable Jeſac, on 
purpoſe to Embrue their Hands in the Blood of ſo many Men! 
This was making a Cloak of Religion with a Witneſs, debaſing 
of it to the moſt abominable uſes, and making it a Tool to 
Avarice, Revenge,  Injuſtice and Blood, | 

They had indeed another Evidence, May the Surgeon, who 


( as Captain Green obſerved in his Dying Speech) humour*d « 


the Malicious Plot more than a Man of Juſtice could do, 
however, nothing that he Swore aftected their Lives, being 
I tle 
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ülttle but hearſay, and ſs 11S improbable Circumftan- 


ces, which did the whole an Injury; nor might ſuch a ſneak- 
in Oath fo ruffle his Conſcience; as to make Life and a Gol- 
den Conſideration unpleaſant to him. ; 


They were likewiſe. ſomewhat unfortunate in Choice of 
Malefactors, Captain Green being a Man of a very Inoffen- 
five and Regular Life; a Man of good Senſe and good Morals, 
and an Example to the reſt of his Profeſſion : Nor did his 
Religion ſit ſo looſe upon him, as to make him and his Compa- 
ny neglect their great Duty of it in their proper ſeaſons. He 
had always an unſpotted Character, and was eſteem d by all 
that knew him both at home and abroad ; and having ran 
through ſo great a part of his Life with a fair Reputation, 
there's few unprejudic'd Perſons will be brought to believe, he 
at ſuch an Age ſhould be principal Actor in ſo Horrid and In- 
humane a Tragedy: No, the obſerving World has more re- 
gard to ſuch a Life, than to a Thouſand Negroes Depoſitions, 
which will brand his Malicious Enemies with Eternal Infamy, 
and to all poſterity give the lye to the whole Proſecution. | 
Several of the Crew were likewiſe known to be ſober, good 
Men, and all very unlikely Perſons to make Pyrates of, 

But to return to the Courſe of theProceeding;all things being 
ripen'd to a Head, In December laſt (as before,) juſt when the 
Ship was in a fair wayto be clear d, the Monſter appear'd openly, 
and breath'd out againſt 'em nothing but Vengeance and 
Death; (though for ſome weeks before it began to ſhew its 
horns to terriſie the Innocent Men, and make em by Flight, 
tacitly confeſs themſelves Guilty, that ſo it might have de- 
vour d the fair Prize with leſs trouble; but they, maugre all the 

Bloody Deſigns of Men and Devils, like Men of Reſolution, 
were reſolvd to Stand or Fall with their Ship in Defence. of 
their Owners Right) The Blackeſt Charge perhaps ever known 
was Swore againft em, Warrants were immediately Iſſued out 
for the Apprehending 'em, and Captain Green and moſt of 
his Crew was taken and Committed to the Toll. Booth. There 
was indeed ſome out of Town, who notwithſtanding fy, 
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heard what had happen'd, and were ad visd by their Friends 
to fly and ſecure themſelves, ( being neee their Inno · 
cency ) voluntarily came and ſurrendred themſelves. 
From the time of their Commitment to their Tryal was 
about a Quarter of a Year, during which time they were ſe. - 
_ verally at ſeveral times Examined by the Council, &c. and 
ga ve a fair and juſt Account of the Courſe of the whole Voy- 
age, according to the Journals and Papers ſeiz'd in the Ship; 
nor was there the leaſt Incoherei ce or Contradiction in their 
ſeparate Anſwers. There was no means left unattempted to 
| bring ſome of em to Confeſſion (as they call'd it) but nei- = 
18 ther Aſſurances of Life, nor Fears of Death, could effect their 
Reſolution, and make em own fo horrid a Crime which they 
SY knew nothing of. The 10th of March then following was 
appointed for their Tryal, the Charge and Formality of which 
1 might very well ha ve been ſpar'd (where Men were Proſe- 
| cuted with ſuch Inyincible Malice, } and the World would 
| have had a better Opinion of the whole Proceedings; for t as 
* impoſſible for the Priſoners to defend themſelves, where E 
172 they were all eſteem'd Criminals, otherwiſe than by ſtrong 
* convincing proots, to Invalidate the Depoſitions of ths Wit - 
neſſes, and though ſtronger were never brought, nor more 
Contradictory Evidences given in any Court finse that of Pi- 
lautes, all weredifregarded, ed. l 
The Court was open'd with much Solemnity, and crowd- 
ed with an innumerable Company of Spectators of all ſorts , 
and Tho, Green Captain John Maader Chief Mate, John Reyuotd 
Second Mate, James Sympſon Gunner, Tho. Iynſtead Aſſiſtant 
to the Supra Cargo, George Haines Steward, Henry Rtigle, 
George Glen, Alex. Taylor, Geo. Kitchen, And. Robertſon, James 
3 Brown, John Bruckley, Sam. Wilcox and John Bannatyne were

That he is a Chriſtian, that at Colleguilon on the Coaſt of 
Mallabar, he came on Board the Worceſter*s Sloop, and Sail'd in 
her from thence to Quilon, thence to Cocheru, thence to Calli- 
cat, and thence to Tillecterry: That off the ſaid Coaſt of Mal 
labar, he ſaw an Engagement between the Sloop Worceſter, 
and a Ship Sail'd by White Men ſpeaking Exgliſb, and with 
Red, White and Black Colours, ſuch as the Worcefter had, 
and carrying about 20 Guns ſmall and great. That Captain 
Green, the Merchant, and Mr. Lovedsy, went on Board the 
Strangers Ship before the Engagement, and ſtaid the ſpace of a 
Glaſs, andthen return'd and Man'd the Sloop with about 20 
Men, of which was Captain Green, Mr. Loveday, the Supra

7 ow he is a Chriſtian, that is, as Chriſtians 90 here, 
and may have a betterpretence to Chriſtianity than thoſe that 
ſet him to work; That the Ship taken; had — 20 Guns, 
and that her Men were all kill'd, being about Ten, which is 
two Guns to a Man: That the Sloop was Man'd with about 
20 Men, amongſt which was the Captain and all the Officers, 
whereas their whole Complement, atfirſt, appears to be but 
ſome of which the other Witneſſes depoſe was aſhoar 
1 this pretended Engagement, and yet that the Worceſter Fought 
when ſhe could not have above 10 of t Men on Board; be- 
ſides it ſeems very unlikely all the Officers ſhould leave her 
and expoſe themſetves at ſuch a time.

'Whereas Haine in his Confeſſion (as they call it) after Con- 
demnation, affirms (if there is any manner of regard to be had 
to ſuch a Wretch) that as ſoon as the Worceſter ſaw the ſaid 
Ship, ſhe ſlip'd her Anchors, bore dowu upon her with a 
Quarter Wind, and fir'd a ſharp Shot at her to bring her too, 
and that ſoon after ſhe was Boarded by the Sloop, and her 
Men were put on Board the Sloop, and what after became 
of ?em he knew not, without mentioning any thing of Capt.

Twas much ſome, 
piouſly incl ind to carry on this good work, did not appear and 
ware t was a Coat that formerly belong d to their, Husband, 
Brother, or other Relations, and even then there would ha ve 
been room left to ſuſpect an Impoſture, ſince Sacred Writ 
furniſhes us with ſuch a Notorious Cheat carried on in this 
manner; and a great many more ſubſtantialer Witneſſes than 
they trickt old Jacob witha Cat. 

*T was the Scandalous Depoſitions of this Evidence that fixt 
the matter upon theſe unfortunate Men, and ga ve their Ene- 
mies power to Trick em out of their Lives by Law; but pro- 
vidence, which often interpoſes in ſuch; Monſtrous Cares, was 
pleaſed to afſeft the Innocence. of theſe Men, and ſignify its 
"diſpleaſure againſt the per fidĩous Wretch in a very viſible and 
ſurpriſing manner; For the very Day the Priſoners received 
Sentence of Death at this Earthly Bar, he himſelf received it 
from Heaven, which Divine Vengance Executed ſuddenly 
upon him, thereby pointing out his Crime by his ; Puniſh- 

ment; for ſince by his wicked Accuſation, ſpeedy Death was 
to be inflicred on ſo many, he himſelf was juſtly. puniſh d by

' Thathe went from England | in the Ship Worceſter, and wag 
fer a ſhoar at the Landing Place, near Colleguilon in India, to 
which place he went, and that about a Fourtnight after, he 
heard Guns ſird at Sea, and that'azking Cogs Comodo, and 
Franciſco Olivera(who were juſt come from theLanding Place) 
the meaning of it? they told him the Worceſter was gone out to 
Sea, and was Fighting with another Ship. That the next

Ihe Priſoners who fu long before, which way the Currant 
was like to run, yet that all the World might ſee with what 
Juſtice they were us in their Tryal, made uſe of Two Learned 
Advocates who were able to ſet their Caſe in its true light, and 
detect the Intrigues of their Enemies, which they did to Admi- 
ration. They made a very good defence, and ſuch a number of 
Contradict ions and Improbabilities they muſter'd up in all the 
Depoſitions, as was enough to Invalidate 'em, had they been 
Ten Times Stronger, and ſatisfie all their unconcern'd $ pecta- 
tors in their Innocency. They obſervd to the Court beſides 
What I have hinted at) that according to Franciſco, Antonio 
Ferdinando did not Sail in the Worceſter, or her Sloop, till May

The Buſineſs being thus far ſafely carried on, they were re- 
ſolv'd to go a Step further, and would fain have ſhifted ofthe 
Guilt of their Blood upon themſelves, by extorting from em 
an Acknowledgment of the Crimes they were found guilty off, 
which would clear the Juſtice of the Nation, Juſtifie the Vio- 
lence of the Proſecution, and remove that Odium they fear'd 
the World would fix upon the whole Proceedings.

relate Matters of Fact. There was a great many bloody Cir-
